1 had little to do except to cook 
my meals and go atoft to kwk for sails,

A great many fanners are beginning 
to use tankage. I find It beneficial and 

In a large degree profitable where hogs 
are kept writes 11. W. Swope in the 
▲m«rlcan Agrlcaltarlst Thave hmt 
anything about good tankage or meat 
meal that is in any way injurious to 
hogs, whether young ot old. Goofk 
takage contains over 50 per cent pro- 
tein, and for that reason it answers an 
Important (piestion In animal economy. 
It Is a good feed to use with com and 
highly palatable. It need not be fsd 
In large quantities, and. especially 
when beginning to feed tankage, one 
part tankage to about ten paiti of can 
is a very satisfactory ration. 

Tankage is animal matter from 
which tbe grease and oil have been ex- 
tracted. This consists of meat scraps 
and bone from nieat mailwts and pack- 
Ing houses picked up fresh In a large 
tank and thoroughly cooked at a high 
temperature. The grease is removed 
from the surface and tankage is then 
dried thoroughly, after which it is 
ground, screened and placed iu bags 
for shipment Tbe high temperature 
employed In cooking de stroys all dis- 
ease germs tlint might be present. 
Tankage, therefore, all summed up Is a 
pure, safe feed for hogs. It contains 
8 to 10 per ;ont molsttire, and in a 
good, dry pla -e it can be kept for an 
Indefinite period of time. 

1 have fed tankage to Ik^ of all 
ageft for several years now and with 
excellent results in every case Witli 
tbe high cost of feed a little tankage 
fed wltb the regular ration to the 
hogs ea "h day will be found a good 
feed investment. The cost of teedius 
tankage seems to Increase a trifle ev- 
wy year, but I am sure it will pay all 
who can use it to do so as long as tbe 
price is as reasonable as it is today, 
considering its protein conteuts com- 
pared with other feeds. 

Tankage may be fed dry, either alaue 
or with grain rations. I have found 
it very satisfactory In a thin slop. 
One station svys that a ration made 
up of one pain tankage and six or 
eight parts .tra has i)roved to be th»t 
most satisfactory, and a greater gal& 
per 100 ponnd.H was secured to thi» 
of feeding. 



A Quick Growing Pig. 

I bought a l)uroc Jersey pijf on 
March I. 1013. The pig was two and 
•ue^half months old ond weighed t'^en- 
^y pounds, writes a Louisiana farmer 
in the Farm .iiul iloTue.

Annual Report of President of Colum- 
bia University Laments Fact That 
Nation Is Flooded With Poor Read- 
ing Matter — Asserts That Fewer and 
Better Books Are Sadly Needed. 

New York.— "Too much slovenly 
reading matter stands in the way of 

education and enlightenment," sayg 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler iu his 
yearly report as president of Colmoa- 
bia university. 

"In no field of human interest."' says 
Dr. Bntler, speaking of the harm of 
worthless books, "is the substitution 
of quantity for quality more fraught 
with damage and disorder tli:iu h\ that 
of reading. The builders of the con- 
i stltution and the great lawyers of the 
I colonial period know but few books, 
but the books they knew were first 
j rate books, and they knew them welL 

"Such a task as that which Cibbon 
I set himself over a century ago would 
I be imi>osslble today, even for a syndi- 
' cate of Gibbons. There are too many 
, books nuw to enable another history of 
I the decline and fall of tile Rooaan em- 
pire to be comi)osed.

Bf takmfc 
weharde liereland there over the 
state of Missouri, Prof. Howard 
finished a series of experiments 
that show that practically all un- 
sprayed fruit is ruined by dis- 
eases or inaects. In one orchard 
where aSpart was sprayed and a 
part left nnsprayed, only i per 
cant of thelArkansas black ap- 
ples coidd be classed aa clean 
fruit after the treea had been 
left unsprayed. In the same 
orchard, where the same brand 

9f apples bad been sprayed, the 

crop of clean fruit was 76.7 per 
cent. Another orchard of Mis- 
souri pim^ tifftiM experimented 
with the same way resalted in 
2A per cent clean fruit for the 
unsprayed fruit and 88.5 per cent 
for that which waa aprayed.
